A low voltage power cable having an insulation layer with a density below 
1 100kg/m^, which has a polyolefin having 0.002-4% mol of a compound 
that has polar groups and further having a compound that has 
hydrolysable silane groups and includes 0.0001-3% weight of a silanol 
condensation catayst and a process of manufacturing such a cable.

3. The Information disclosure statement filed April 20, 2006 has been submitted for 
consideration by the Office. It has been placed in the application file and the 
information referred to therein has been considered. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with a low voltage power cable comprising an insulation layer with a density below 
11 00 kg/m^, which comprises a polyolefin having incorporated 0.02 to 4 mo\% of a 
compound having polar groups, and further having incorporated a compound having 
hydrolysable silane groups, and which further comprises 0.0001 to 3 wt. % of a silanol 
condensation catalyst (claims 1 & 10). This invention also deals with a process for 
producing a low voltage power cable comprising an insulation layer comprising a 
polyolefin having incorporated 0.02 to 4 mol% of a compound having polar groups, and 
further having incorporated a compound having hydrolysable silane groups, and which 
further comprises 0.0001 to 3 wt. % of a silanol condensation catalyst (claim 8). The 
above stated claim limitations are not taught or suggested by the prior art.
